THE PRESIDENTS SPEECH AT ST. 
PAUL. 


President ’Iayes arrived at St. Paul on 
Thursday morning, where his reception 
was ’grand and magnanimous. St. Paul 
put its best loot forward in receiving the 
Presidential party. The city was Ablaze 
with 
enthusiasm. Thousands 
Hocked 
thither from a1! pruts t*l the country to give 
His Excellency a hearty welcome. Pro­ 
fuse decorations were seen on all hands. 
The streets were made to appear gay with 
Hags aud bunting, and the (booming of the 
cannon un I the shouts of the people made 
the occasion more inspiring than any event 
which ital beeu seen iu St. Paul since the 
reception of (Jenera! Grant in August, 
ISG*. The President was taken to the 
fair grounds ah nit noon, where he deliver* 
ed a speech prep arts! tor the occasion 
It 
was not nu agricultural address, it was 
something more important, aud loan intel­ 
ligent hearer, at this time, more instruc­ 
tive than any address could be which per­ 
tained to the cultivation of the soil. He 
spoke of the financial condition of the 
country, and spoke well. The President 
is a hopeful man, always was, and looks on 
the bright side ol all questions of public 
interest. Ile believes the signs of the 
times are encouraging and that business 
throughout the country is reviving. 
To 
show how tho country is progressing 
and how rapidly the debt is being paid off, 
lie considered the present slate of the pub­ 
lic debt, whic h is now in round numbers 
only two billions of dollars, whereas In 
1865 at the close of the war, it was nearly 
three billions, 
lo thirteen years we have 
paid nearly one billiton dollars on the in­ 
debtedness c aused by the war. The inter­ 
est bearing debt cd the Government in 
ISCi was 2 billions and :tSl thousands 
with an aunual interestof over l oll millions. 
Now the interest bearing debt is I bil­ 
lion and N)0 millions, while the annual in­ 
terest 19 reduced to 95 million dollars. In 
1871, neatly one billion of the government 
bonds were held in Europe to which we 
paid from titty to sixty millions a year for 
interest. Now the securities are uiaiuly 
owned in this country, and have lasgely 
gone into the hands of persons ol moderate 
means who have sought a safe investment 
tor their small savings. 
The interest, in­ 
stead of being paid to foreigners, is now 
paid to our own citizens 
Taxation b u 
been reduced 347 millions of dollars since 
1866, and over Cl millions since the panic 
began. 
The President also spoke of the improve­ 
ment in the currency since the war ceased. 
Then it was worth only 60 cents on the 
dollar, while tor the past live months the 
value 
of 
gold 
above 
greenbacks 
has 
been 
less 
than 
the 
frac­ 
tional 
part 
of 
a 
cent. 
Again, 
our exports arc far exceeding our imports, 
which Is another excellent and encourag- 
iac sign that the business interests of the 
country are improving. 
The balance ot 
trade is quite largely in our favor whereas 
a few years ago it was enormously against 
us. 
In 1871, it was over 119 m illion of 
dollars against us, but for the last three 
years, and that during a panic, the balance 
ot trade was 488 millions in favor of the 
I nited States! 
When it is considered that 
these balances must be settled in gold—the 
money of the world, the importance of 
having a balance in our favor will bo seen 
and appreciated at once. 
These are some of the evidences which 
the President presented to show that them 
is a gradual improvement in the business 
of the Country.

My Dear Sir —I learn by the public 
prints that you are tbe Greenback-Demo­ 
cratic candidate tor Congress in this Con­ 
gressional District. 
Although I have seen no formal accep­ 
tance by you of the nomination tendered 
by the Democratic Congressional Conven­ 
tion held al Elkhorn, on the 2l9t inst., yet 
ii seems to be taken for granted that you 
accept its nomination, and stand upon its 
platform without any qualification or re­ 
serve whatever. 
I therefore congratulate myself on having 
so a flab It* and honorable an opponent.

About l l o’clock this morning amoke 
was seen coming forth from the barn be­ 
longing to Ed. F. Carpenter. 
The alarm 
{ was given and tho work commenced of 
| removing the contents which belonged to 
I Henry Doty. The girl employed in Mr. 
| Carpenter's family managed to lead oat 
Doty’s valuable colt, bat he broke looMand 
rushed back to the bara again, but was 
finally led out safely by a tea-year-old Slater 
of Air. Doty's. By this time neighbors anc 
others had come to their assistance 
speedily removed the other contents of the 
barn, which consisted of baggie?, sleighs 
and harnesses. The flames were not hin­ 
dered in their work, as no help arrived 
from the Fire Department, and the barn 
was soon reduced to the ground maklog 
a scorching blaze, which, in spite of all the 
efforts of a noble pail-brigade, commu­ 
nicated to the baru belonging to C. S. 
Jackman, and then to adjoining sheds and 
outbuildings, making a frightfully hot 
blaze, while the wind was in such a direc­ 
tion as to place Air. Jackm an’s house in 
Uie greatest of peril. A large number of 
men went to work with buckles and pails, 
wet blankets aud carpets, while others 
comaieuced removing the household goods. 
This latter task was however soon stopped 
as it became evident that the pall-bearera 
were galuiug the victory. VV bile tho barn 
in the rear af the house was blazing moot 
fiercely, a favorable gust of wind changed 
the direction of the flames throwing them 
somewhat away from the building. 
Had 
It veered about one point of the compass 
the other way the ditties would have seiz­ 
ed upon Jackman's residence in spite of 
all endeavors. As it happened, it was sav­ 
ed, thanks to the exertions of a goodly com 
pany ot water carriers. The adjacent barn 
belonging to Alrg. Rebecca Oouli was also 
the scene of a hard- fought battle between 
fire and water, but it was saved though 
badly scorched. 
But where was the Fire Department ? 
At the tap of the bell they speedily rolled 
out their engines. The hook and ladder 
company hastened directly lo the fire, and 
the boys worked as best they could with 
their buckets, ladders aud hooks. 
The 
rotary engine stationed itself in the Court 
House rquareaqd tho other slopped al the 
river bank and pumped the water into her* 
hoping that 
by this means ^a stream 
could 
be 
placed 
on 
the 
burning buildings, but the effort proved a 
failure. After a lQng delay a feeble stream 
was gained but not sufficient to do any 
good. The engines then came up on the 
hill,'and proceeded to pump various pri­ 
vate cisterns dry. There was considerable 
clamor about the engines, many criticising 
the department because they did not 
ODC4 come to the spot and commence on 
the cisterns, but several of the cisterns 
pointed out as mammoth reservoirs, were 
dry as herrings, while those into which 
they plunged their suction pipes were 
pumped equally dry in about ten minutes 
It became evident that on the hill, the en­ 
gines could do but little service under ex­ 
isting circumstances. Among the causes 
of trouble was the hose. Til roe sections 
of the new hose burs! before a stream could 
be had. 
The chief loss caused by the fire was the 
destruction of the barns. 
Mr. Jackm an’s 
was injured for f JOO, which will nearly 
cover the loss 
Air. Carpenter’s barn was 
valued at about |S00, ou which there was 
an insurance of ftfOO. Mr. Doty had f 1,500 
insurance on the contents of the barn, but 
lost but btl ie. 
The damages to the other 
buildings is comparatively nominal, and 
covered by insurance. 


The cause* of the fire is not known, but 
it is supposed to have been the work of an 
incendiary 
Just Ik Lire the fire was dis­ 
covered, .the girl in tho employ of Mr. 
Carpenter’s family, on going to the barn 
after some cobs, found a man standing 
there looking about. He asked her if it 
was Air. Doty’s barn, and was told that it 
belonged to Air. Carpenter, but was occu­ 
pied by Air. Doty. He said nothing more, 
and soon left. Shortly after smoke was 
seen pouring through the roof, the fire 
having been started in the loft where the 
hay was. This gave rise to the suspicion 
that it had been purposely st t, but whether 
tho stranger found in the barn had any 
thing to do with it, Is a matter yet to be 
settle*!.
